The  following  is  the   special  Message  of 
the  Governor  to  the  Legi.-lattiie,  transmit- 
ting  resolutions   from  the    Stale  of  Ver- 
mont, in  relation  (o  secession: 
STA'J  E  OF  KENTUCKY, 
ExKcurivK  Dkp.mitment, 
Frankfort,  Dec.  (>.  lsG5. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Sinate  and  House  of  Rrprcsrnta- 
lives: 

The  accompanying  "joint  resolution  in 
relation  to  the  recoiislriiction  of  the  Slates 
recently  fh  rebellion,"  adopted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  tho  Slate  of  Veiruont 
were  received  by  me  yesterday,  and  are  now 
laid  before  you  for  your  consideration. 

HoKling  that  tho  Union  is  indissoluble; 
that  Bef.-efsion  hi  a  nullity;  lliat  the  States 
are  as  in  the  Union  perpetual;  that  no  trea- 
son or  rebellion  of  the  people  of  any  Stole 
can  dpslroy  the  existence  of  such  State  ex- 
cept by  destroying  the  Union,  I  would  sug- 
gest and  recomiLend  that  you  give  decisive 
expression  ot  your  oondemuation  of  tho 
destructive  and  revolutionary  policy  urged 
by  the.se  r«isolutioiis. 

pjither  secession  is  a  right  of  a  State,  or 
it  is  a  nullit}'.  If  it  be  a  right  then  ages 
of  repentance  cannot  purge  our  country  of 
the  sin  of  having  prosecuted  a  war  of  con- 
quest against  tho  seceded  States.  If  the 
secession  of  those  Slates  was,  as  I  insist,  a 
nullity,  then  these  resolutions  are  as  he- 
retical and  adverse  to  our  form  of  govern- 
ment as  secession:  ftfr  they  ore  based  upon 
the  admission  that  Recession  had  accom- 
plished separation,  and  that  we  hold  those 
States  liy  conquest.  Of  tho  two  secossion 
has  tlie  vantage  ground;  for  these  resolu- 
tions, by  necessary  implication,  admit  the 
right  of  secession,  and  make  ns  guilty  ol 
bathing  our  country  in  its  own  best  blood 
to  establish  their  heretical  dogmas. 

The  Slates  being  perpetuol  and  indestruc- 
tible the  rebellion  of  its  citizens,  when  un- 
successful, cannot  destroy  a  State.  Res- 
toration of  tho  (Government  over  such  State 
ex  necessitate  rei,  restores  the  State  to  its 
relations  with  the  Government  of  the  Uni- 
on, ami  leaves  nothing  to  complete  tho  per- 
fect relations  but  to  organize  the  Slate 
(Jovernment.  The  citizen  in  rebellion 
only  can  be  punished,  not  the  State. 

'I'he  life  of  the  State  is  the  life  of  the 
Union.  A  Slate  cannot  peri.sli  and  Union 
live.  It  is  a  member  of  the  Union;  its 
life  is  pait  of  the  life  of  the  Union,  and 
when  it  perishes  the  Union  decays  and  dies. 
The  perpetuity  of  the  Slates  is  essential  to 
tho  existence  of  the  Union.  The  destruc- 
tion of  the  States  liestioys  the  Union. 

The  existence  of  the  States  depends  up- 
on preset  ving  the  right  of  each  State  to 
delei mine  for  itself  the  details  of  its  own 
repuldican  form  of  government. 

Tho  right  of  "life,  liberty  and  prosperi- 
ty" is  a  natural  right,  which  pertains  to 
each  individual  in  «  state  of  nolure.  The 
right  to  vote,  lo  hold  and  exercise  office, 
aie  strictly  ond  purely  political  riglits.  or 
franchises  conlerre.l  by  organized  society 
upon  those  deemed  by  such  society  compe- 
tent and  safe  to  entrust  with  these  iran- 
chi.ses. 

Each  State  must  be  left  fice  to  choose  for 
itself  its  owu  form  of  republican  govern- 
ment, and  tietermiiie  who  shall  be  the  dc- 
positoiies  of  its  political  franchises;  other- 
wise the  foundations  of  our  republican  gov- 
crninciit  will  be  upheaved,  and  tho  fairest 
fabric  that  ever  sheltered  human  liberly 
will  be  overthrown,  the  States  will  be  blot- 
tid  from  the  map  of  free  republics,  and 
co:itialized  domination  will  overbear  the 
chjiishcd  freedom  of  our  people. 

Holding  these  opinions  to  be  fundamen- 
tal ami  vital,  I  recommend  that  you  give 
to  them  a  clear,  emphatic  and  dociiled  ex- 
pression, as  the  views  held  by  your  body 
and  the  noble  people  whom  we  represent.
